AN IMPROVED GAS BCBNER. 


The Kew York Scientific American pub- 


lishes an illustration which represents .. 
burner from which the gas ia automatically 
shut off when the Came ia extinguished 
while the pressure of gas continues. 
It 


haa been patented by Messrs. Anthanise 
P. Frechette and Peter M. Dapuis of Cor- 
son City Nevada, The larger view ropro- 
sents a longitudinal section of the burner 
with int-rior p^rts adjusted to permit the 
ffow of gas, one of tho smaller views show- 
ing the parts idjasted to shut off the gas, 


. and the other oeing an inverted plan view, 


the safely valve being closed. The bnrner 
body or shell hag a cap screwing onto its 
top the central part of the cop being de- 
pressed and having a cylindrical flanged 
apertnre above which tho burner tip pro- 
jects. Below this aperture a disk valve is 
held, on tho oppor edge of a swinging bar, 
pivoted at one end between depending ours 
and there in integral with the pivoted end 
o£ the bar ft downwardly projeciiag firm 
adapted to engige a toe projecting upward 
from a waiher clamped on the end of the 
plug, so th".t when 'he washer is revolved, 
as in opening the plug vahe, tho bar will 
be swung downwardly openings tho disk 
valve. A strong plute spring retmnBtho 
arm, when free, to a vertiole position, thus 
closing lh3 valve. 
Within, tne walls of 


the oiip piece are seated two rings, an inner 
and heavier ring ol brass and outer ring of 
steel, the rings being severed and held 
closely to the side of the cop by a screw 
nsaroneend. Two dowel pins are laterally 
insetted in the rins;s near their ends on 
each side of tho outs, when the rings an 
differently expanded by he.U from tin 
burner they separate at the ends so tha 
upwardly projecting si-all pins on their 
opposed ends will be thrown out of line 
Pitting on these pins and conforming to the 
curvature ol the inner brossi ring, on which 
it freely works, is a curved bar, lightly tele 
in place by n finger spring, the froe end o. 
this bar having a ratohet-out carved exten- 
sion, on the outer end of wliioh is a ball 
weight. From the inner side of the cap 
post projects downward in line with the 
swinging bar on which is the disk valve, 
and on the outer end of this bar is at- 
tached n thio, steel plate laterally elastic 
but edgewise rigid, this eitensionof the bar 
being adapted to rest on the lower end of 
the poet when the bar is swung downward 
by opening the plug valve. The latter 
valve is alw»ya tamed far enough to disan- 
gago the too on its washer from the arm on 
the pivoted end of the bar carrying the disk 
valre so that afterthe plug \alve is opened 
the disk valve is held open by the extension 
of the bar on which it rests being en- 
engaged by the opposite post. Tho heat- 
ing of the differentially expanding riugs 
then causes the ratchet teeth on the 'exten- 
sion of the curved bar connected therewith 
to slip over the plate extending from the 
disk valve under the peat, but should the 
gas, be extinguished without the cutting off 
of its flow, the ratchet teeth would be 
drawn the other way by the pooling of the 
shell and r>nga and 
would dislodge tho 


plate from its engagement with tho poet, 
when the plate spring bearing on the piv-

After the P,9th ths, still 
increasing diameter fails to counterbalance 
the decrease in her illuminated disk, which 
has become a lapidly narrowing orescent, 
and her luster decreases. Observers are 
fortunate who command a view of the 
southwestern horizon, and can watch this 
peerloBS star as nigh,t after night she moves 
with charming grace, low in the south, and 
disappears'in the west almost before the 
twilight fades.

A Great Thing for Helena. 


A dam to develop 20,000 horse-power ia 


contemplated across the Missouri, near 
Helena. It will be a timber-crib sttucture 
47 feet high and 800 feet long, forming as 
impounding reservoir with an arta of 429 
mile*. The water will be taken from above 
the dam to the turbines by a tunnel 15x17 
feat, driven through a rook promontory. 
The cost is estimated at $100,000. The 
power developed is to bo transformed into 
electricity and transmitted to 
thirteen miles away. 


It appears that an important omission 


was made in the Tariff bill as enrolled and 
and signed. Section 30, of the internal 
revenue schedule, originally stricken out 
by the Senate and subsequently restored 
by the oonferenco was complete'y omitted 
in the enrollment. 


This section provided for the allowance 


of a drawback on ismoking and manufac- 
tured tobacco and snuff held in unbroken 
packages in the hands of manufacturers at 
the date when the reductions go into effect, 
As this date is January 1st next, however, 
there «ill be still ample opportunity for 
Congress at ths nexl session to correct the 
error by supplemental legislation.

Row the Men at the Khedive Lode Were 


Revenged at XJghtninK Speed. 


In the mountains the miners frequeat- 


y make their descent into the valleys by 
ising a piece of "quaking ash" bark as a 
»boggan, but of tener rely on the tenaci- 
ty of their heavy canvas overalls.

?finot/-8ix Feet of Snowfall in Colorado. 


Did you evor stop to think and figurt 
ip how much loose snow actually falls 
in the course of an average mountain 


lolorado winter? If you have, didn't 
ie amount amaze you? At Kokomo in 
884-5, by actual daily measurements, 
omething like ninety-six feet of the 
jeautiful fell between Nov. 1 and June 


Of course it kept on settling all the 


ime, and when spring opened up "there 
wasn't more than six or seven feet on 
he ground. The snowfall at Kokomo is 
generally twice or three times what it is 
t Dillon, yet the amount that fell here 
luring the winter of 1889-90 sounds like 
a big yarn, but tha figures given below 
are absolutely correct and were care- 
ully recorded daily by Mr. Pratt at 
lyan Gulch, just north of town. 
Amount of snowfall, gauged at a point 


one mile north of Dillon, between the 
first day of November, 1889, and May 10, 
.890: November, 88 inches; December, 81 
ncb.es; January, 81 inches; February, 41 
nches; March, 70 inches; April, 23 
nches; May, 17 inches—making a total 
if 20 feet 10 inches. About eight-tenths 
of this SBOW fell during the night time, 
and nearly one-half of it was very damp, 
settling rapidly as it fell. The&o figures 
seem preposterous, yet Dillon is not much 
of a place for snow either, and gets less 
of the beautiful than any other town in 
ihe county.—Dillon Enterprise.

I can swim seventeen different ways,

For a hundred yard 
race I recommend the American over- 
hand side stroke. 1 admit that some 
say the turtle stroke is the faster of the 
two, but I really think the side stroke is 
the fastest in tho world. With the over- 
hand side stroke I swam 100 yards in 
one minute and fifteen seconds, while 
the turtle stroke occupied just one and 
one-fifth seconds longer. I have found 
tho turtle stroke very hard to keep up, 
because the movements are quicker than 
the side stroke movements.
